I can only 
speak for myself personally, since 
for physical reasons I could not 
be active, and that is, that I am 
a member of this group of physi- 
cians and I abide by their deci- 
sion.” 

Attack ceased all along the line 
as anticipatory fear hysteria sub- 
sided into a state of cautious 
watchful-waiting. The NAACP 
board voted to retract Secretary 
Walter White's letter condemning 
the project as an extension of 
jimcro into New York. One mem- 
ber pointed out that the letter was 
one of generalizations not based 
on fact. 

BASIC COMMUNITY NEED 
The Executive Board of the 
New York Urban League “reaf- 
firmed the action which it toek 
on July 2, 1943, in sponsoring the 
interracial voluntary hospital! 
project.” 

The medical society called the 
hospital plan “a necessary initial 
step toward giving this commun- 
ity adequate hospital care” and 
as ‘a basic need of the community 
fof the simple reason that physi- 
eihns of this area, having no ac- 
edss to etaffs of the existing vol- 


udtary hospitals, are unable to 


* 
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give the public they serve, the 
benefit of those improved methods 
of accurate diagnosis which are 
available only in a modern hos- 
pital.” , 

The medical society said the 
broadcast of fears was “unjusti- 
fiable” and carried a distrust of 
the “vision, intelligence, and good 
faith” of the organizing commit- 
tee, and that such fears “cripples 
all constructive action, and per- 
petuates that very paralysis of 
constructive action that has cast a 
shadow over this community for 
a generation.” 

AIM: COMMUNITY UNITY 

In his letter to the Mayor, 
Joseph Martinson, president of 
Sydenham, explained that the 
steps taken are aimed primarily 
to better integrate the services of 
the hospital into the life of Har- 
lem, and to preserve its interracial 
character, “in order that the in- 
stitution may not be used to fur- 
her an undesired segregation of 
our Negro citizens.” 

Dispelling the idea that the 
hospital will be a dumping ground 
for undesired Negro medical per- 
sonnel, he said it is expected that 
not more than 15 to 25 per cent 
of the medical staff will be Negro 
for some time to come, and that, 
“it is to be hoped that other of 
our volunary hospitals will have 
broadened their policies to include 
Negroes upon their staffs.” 

The medical board of Sydenham 
is now considering applications

Newsreels Ignore order 
Jo Film Troops In Action 


If newsreels of American combat troops presented in American the- 
aters are to be believed—there are practically no fighting Negro; 
units anywhere on the battlefronts of the world. The few shots taken 
of Negro fighting men, rarely, if ever, appear on the nation’s screens. 


Why? Information gathered by PV this week answers that question from 


twee separate angles—crigisal 
phetegraphy om actual battiefronts 
and distribation of film material 
when it reaches this coontry. 

The men whe risk danger on 
the front lines te bring back te a 
hungry public, pictures of Ameri- 
can troops were almost ALL em- 
pleyed by the major film com- 
panies before they started grind- 
itg their cameras with the biess- 
tags of the Army. These companies 
are Paramount, Pathe, Fox Movie- 
tone, Universal, and Metro 
Gold wyn-Mayer. 

NOT INTERESTED? 

These photographers, for the 
mest part, dent think Americans 
are interested in Negre combat 
treepse. Few such shots are taken, 
and when cameras are trained on 
Negro soldiers, they usually record 
nens of jitterbug contests, sing- 
ing groups, porter work and the 
like. They present Negroes over- 
seas this way, regardless of their 
other activities. 


The film companies don't operate 
tm war tones on their own. They 
are onder direct supervision of the 
War Department. If the War De-

ef Wer Department publicity 
about a menth age. Up te this 
time, however, treatment of Negro 
troope has remained the same— 
they seem te have gone te war just 
for the ride.

The question of distribution is 
equally important with that of 
treatment. This is the way films 
are distributed when they reach 
America: 

OPERATE POOL 

The five majer companies oper- 
ate a poel, for which they share 
expenses. Piles arriving here are 
dumped inte this pool, each com- 
pany chooses material it wants, 
edits, and then distributes the fin- 
ished preduct te theaters. And 
here's how Negre soldiers get 
“drowned” im that pool:

This company distributes dal 
te Negre theaters in the Seath 
and border states, er theaters in 
large cities heavily attended by 
Negrees. When material has been 
edited it goes the reends of these 
houses and Negre sodiences get « 
chance to see a few of their boys 
in action. PV learned that « re- 
cent film ef Negro Engineers work 
ing and fighting like hell te estab- 
lish bridgeheads on the now famous 
island ef Munda will soon be 
viewed by jlmcre audiences. 

This is the same theory that 
says: Ne ene eee u interested in 
black treepe but Negroes. This is 
the same theory that assumes white 
audiences want te see Negro 
troops enly in amusing or trivial 
situations. And the few shots of 
fighting men that de sneak through 
te the ecreens of white theaters 
are often sliced out as fast as they 
appear. 

This kind ef treatment ef troops 
that shed American bleed i the 
fight against fasciem has been 
serious enough up te this time.

If they are still te be left eat 
ef the fighting films shown te 
Americans on the acreen, the world 
can say when the war is won that 
Negro soldiers had no part im win- 
ning it. 

The same prodlem of distribution 
is expected to come up in the near 
fetere with a reputedly excellent 
War Department produced film, 
Negroes end Werd War Tee. If 
the same line is followed—that the 
American public doesn't care about 
Negro soldiers — then enly the 
Negroes of this country will see 
their boys doing what they knew 
they can do anyhow. This can be 
an epportunity for the War De- 
partment to show America that al 
ite soldiers fight equally ageinst 
the common enemy.

MVX MUST USE OUR DEMOCRACY or we must lose 

our democracy.” I copied that line from a speech 

by Dr. James E. Sheppard, president of the North Carolina 
College for Negroes. I copied it not because it was written 
in a‘ speech on or for Negroes—but because to my way of 
thinking it expressed the basie principle back of all talk on the 
democratic way of life. The class, creed, or color of an American 
is unimportant. It is how he or she expresses in work and action the 
principles of equality that is America. 
OPPORTUNITY FOR ALL PEOPLE 

“We must use our democracy or we must lose our democracy.” 
It is for that way of life we are fighting today—not for a party nor 
tor persons —but for the one way that affords a chance for the 
improvement of everyone’s chances and for everyone's right te live. 
‘Democracy is not a way of privilege for any one group, be it majority 
or minority. Democracy is a way of opportunity for all people. 

Democracy is a way, however, and not the destination. One 


tannot overturn ancient prejudices in a day nor confer great powers 
165 individuals or groups of individuals until they demonstrate their 
bility and willingness to exercise it for the general good. Great 
social wrongs exist; they must be righted but without any tinge 
vengeance. In short, the pendulum must not swing too rapidly le 
it swing too far. ae 


EASY TO CRITICIZE . 

The easiest thing in the world is to be a critic and it is easy to 
criticize the progress already made, and the rate at which it has gore 
We are all impatient. Time does not move fast enough. Our minds eut- 
strip events. But we cannot everlook the one basic fundamental that 
the American way of democracy, slowly but surely, has brought fairer 
dealings and a better opportunity than any other way of life. 

To be sure, there are some people who cherish intolerance above 
the needs of their country. Fortunately, however, despite the fact 
that they are very vocal, they are a relatively small minority. Preb- 
ably they cannot be won ever, bat the great majority of our people 
honestly believe in the principles of democracy and can be won by 
education to put that democracy into action. They can be shown that 
it is only groups who are “majority” or “minority”"—and that indi- 
viduals must be judged upon their own actions regardless of the 
group from which they stem. Therefore, as they learn to respect indi- 


viduals, so will they learn not to misjudge the groups from which 


those respected individuals come. 
“We must use eur democracy er we must lose it.” The deme- 


cratic way is the best way of personal responsibility as well as f 
personal rights. Each and every member of a democratic country is + 


charged with the duty of living up to its ideale and practices of thiak- 

ing and working fer the best interests of all at all times. Each and 

every ene of us has a share and an opportunity in this great task.

Marcantonio FEPC Bill 
Ready for Signatures

The President's 


Fair Employment Practices Committee 


(FEPC), target last week for the Smith Investigating 


Committee, this week doubled 


back in the news and emerged 


in a new bill on the floor of the House of Representatives. 
Introduced by Representative William L. Dawson (R.), 


Illinois, and lone Negro Congress-® 
man, the new measure is sponsored 


by the National Council for a 
Permanent FEPC, whose chairman 
is A Philip Randolph, March on 
Washington Movement head. 

Although he has already signed 
petition Number 18 to discharge 
from the Rules Committee a similar 
‘bill introduced by Representative 
Vito Marcantonio (ALP), New 
York, Representative Dawson 
added his stamp of approval to the 
Council-backed bill. He, and several 
other Congressmen who spoke in 
favor of the second bill, had al- 
ready indicated willingness to 
etand behind Marcantonio, and 
apparently have not altered their 
original position in spite of this 
latest move. 

Last weekend in Washington the 
Council for a Permanent FEPC 
held a national conference to dis- 
cuss means of dealing with ever- 
recurrent problems confronting 
FEPC. It has long been the opin- 
fon of concerned groups that the 
Committee should be given per- 

anent status to protect it from 
Attacks leveled by obvious snipers 
ike the Smith team. 

A telephone conversation be- 
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tween a PV representative and Mr. 
Randolph confirmed the opinion 
that dissatisfaction was reason for 
introducing a new measure. Mr. 


| Randolph stated that the bill intro- 


duced by Dawson differed greatly 
from Marcantonio’s, but that he 
was not able to go into explana- 
tion of the differences on the phone 
‘es the subject was too involved. 
He said that a digested re- 
port of the two bills would soon 
be available, showing advantages 
possessed by Dawson's. The March 
on Washington leader asserted 
that his measure would give more 
strength to FEPC than Marcan- 
tonio’s. The Marcantonio bill, he 
felt, was too general and did not 
provide for such details, as the 
ability te subpoena records. 
Representative Marcantonio, 
reached in his Washington office by 
PV, declared that there was no 
fundamental difference between the 
two bills. He felt that his col- 
league, Dawson, had acted in good 
faith by introducing a similar bill, 
and spoke warmly of support that 
the Illinois Congressman had given 
him. The be „ said Mar- 


cantonio, was that the new bill 


would have to wait 37 legislative 
days until a petition could be filed 
—which would throw it over until 
the end of March. His own petitioſ 
is already filed and is gaining 
signatures. — 

In New York, Edward E. 
Strong, National Negro Congress 


Executive Secretary, announced a 
campaign to secure the required 18 
signatures to release Marcantonio’s 
bill from Committee. Mr. Strong 
urged all persons and organizations 
to communicate with their own 
Congressmen in support of Mar- 
cantonio’s bill, H.R. 1732, asking 
them to add their signatures at 
once to discharge petition Num- 
ber 18. It is feared that intro-' 
duction of Dawson's bill, however 
well intended, will split support 
necessary to discharge Marcan- 
tonio’s, and thereby delay the fight

people. Captain Flicker, a poor boy from the lower East Side, worked his way up through 
police ranks te his recent appointment as captain. He understands the problems of a 


poor community. He knows thate 


juvenile delinjuency, crime and re- 
sentment and ignorance are bred 
in poverty, neglect and the frus- 
trations of humiliated and segre- 
gated people. He has lived close 
to a race problem. 


The Captain wants the ent 
will of the people. He believes if 
he gives it, he will get it. He be- 
lieves that if his attitude is right 
and his men know it, then they 

ill follow his example. 


FORGET RACE’ 


His first lecture to his men was: 
“When a person crosses this thres- 
hold, forget his race, creed and 
color. The same applies to patrol- 
men going out.” During his five 
weeks in Harlem, Captain Flicker 
has had no complaints of dis- 


courtesy from police. But he is 
receiving cooperation from organi- 
‘gations, churches and individuals 
in his drive to stamp out juvenile. 
_ delinquency. 

Captain Flicker’s committee of: 
eae from the community is 
‘making a survey for recreational } 

centers and seeking more volun- 
teers. He hopes to soon have a 
plan that will enable him to ac- 
‘count for every child at any time 
and that will place in a wholesome 
environment when a parent seeks' 
such a placement. 

The diligent Captain has already 
arranged with hotels to house and 

feed victims in times of emergency

Fliers Plead for Leaders 
To Fight Air Corps Jimcro 


The issuance of a recent Army Air Corps order stopping the training of 
flight instructors because of a surplus of such officers, and the effect such an 
edict will have on Negro fliers, was revealed in a letter to PV this week from 
two aviation students at Tuskegee army flying school. The letter reads in part: 


“We are writing fer a greep of 


34 men whe have been training ia 
a gevrernment-cpensered aviation 
prepgram which has seddenty ter- 
minated. We feel that the Negre 
peblic, the people of the United 
States, and the press ie ignorant 
ef the restrictions and limMations 
confreated by Negre yeeth in the 
United States Army Alr Corps ia 
thie war against all oppressors. 

“A recent Army Air Corp er- 
der was issued to the effect that 
all prégrams fer the training of 
flight instrectors be stepped be 
cause there was a sarples of fight 
instructors in the country. This 
order affects 34 Negro students at 
Tuskegee whe have been traming 
from ene te twe years te become 
flight imstrocters. 

“The lHmitations of the Army 
Air Corps leaves us with ne alter: 
mative other than becoming cadets. 
Some ef the men are over the age 


limit for cadet training. Their 
position in the skies is relegated 
te becoming gunners; it is ironical 
te think that a few of these men 
have ever 200 hours of fiying time 
to their credit, and have not been 
“washed out” in a goevernment- 
sponsored course.

WICHITA, Kansas—The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has been 
asked to investigate racial ten- 
sion here on the ground that they 
are being deliberately fomenied 
for the purpose of delaying pro- 
duction in this aircraft center 
and thus are subversive.

There are ¢ sed herein four copies of the above- 
mentionedidirective entit cency® as cirmlated by the Head- 
quarters of the Third Service Command in Baltimore, Ciptain WALTER 
BENNETT, of the Security and Intelligence Division, Baltimore, advised 
that copies of the directive were mailed to all commanding officers, 
all posts, camps and stations in the United States. He stated that 
undoubtedly, bundreds of civilian clerks had handled this material, 
and that furthermore, a large number were probably Negro clerks, 

He added that in the Baltimore office of G-2, there were a number of 
Negro employees who could posaibly have had access to the directive, 
and that this would be the condition in almost all of the other offices, 
posts, camps and stations. 


Captain BENNETT advised that the Baltimore office of 2 
was first of the ek“ by the Second Service Command, located 
in Columbus, Ohio, and that shortly thereafter, thay were also advised 
from Washington. He advised also that he had no ides as to the origin 
of the "leak" because of the mititade of possibilities for each in- 
formation ge oat, due to the mechanics of handling and distribution 
of the directi

Delivery trucks of the Great Eastern News Corporation were stopped on the streets 
last Tuesday night, Wednesday and Thursdayafternoons and drivers questioned by police 
following PV’s expose of conditions that surrounded the slapping of Miriam Punter, 12- 
year-old Bronx schoo] girl two weeks ago, by a policeman weighing over 200 pounds. 
Claims and counter claims emanated from the school, the police, complaining witnesses, 


the parents’ lawyer and the Mayor‘ 
of the City of New York. 


The Mayor wrote PV Editor 
Adam Clay.on Powel] in answer 
to his telegram concerning the 
incident: “I star:ed an investiga- 
tion. When I am in possession of 
all the true facts, any action that 
is warran‘ed by these facts will 
be taken.” 


But before this letter had been 

sailed, the Mayor scribbled in his 
handwriting: “The complete re- 
port just came in—wil] find same 
on my return from Washington. 
You were wrong—You did a great 
injustice te real friends of the 
Negroes.” 

PV countered: “We read the 
lengihy report te you from the 
school. This report made ne men- 
tion of the things we protested: 
the slapping of the child by the 
police and the hemiliating and 
wnnecessary police demeonstratica 
ever a 12-year-old child in a com- 
munity in which tensicon exists 
dee te changing racial popalaticn. 
Ne mention was made of the 
race-baiting teacher in the schwol. 
Tear report frem the police in- 
specter was based on what the 
atterney fe- the complaining 
witnesses called a ‘whitewash’ and 
a ‘star chamber’ preceding, since 
he and a representative from the 


Peoples Committee and the press 
were put ost.” 

The telegram pointed out that, 
“according to witnesses present, 
Patrolman Powers was not ques- 
tioned under oath or given a 
chance to admit or deny the slap- 
ping.”

peals, a 2 to 1 split decision ruled Thursday, February 4, 
that establishment of separate quotas of whites and Negroes 
for induction into the armed forces does not constitute dis- 


crimination. 


The issue of a segregated draft 
quota has been fought by Winfred 
William Lynn, since hig induction 
December 19, 1942, by a Jamaica, 
Queens, draftboard. Lynn, now a 
corporal in a West Coast camp, 
brought his suit when he claimed 
his induction was in violation of 

Section 4a of the 1940 Draft Act, 

which reads that “in the selection 

and training of men under this 

Act ... there shall be no discrim- 

ination against any person on ac- 
unt of race or color.” 


In the 2 te 1 split decision, 
poles Swan and Hand pointed 

at that the Army's practice of 
segregating the twe races has 
had statutory sanction since 1886 
and that the New York City prac- 
tice of separate quotas, based 
‘upon racial proportions, was per- 
missible. 

Judge Charles E. Clark, the dis- 
senting judge, held that the sep- 
arate quota practice violated pro- 
hibitions contained in the Selective 
Service Act of 1940 against dis- 
crimination because of race or 
color. 


Judges Hand and Ds eited 
“The Army long established 
practice of segregating enlisted 
men inte separate white and col- 
ored units” as justification of 
jJimcro draft quotas. “If Congress 
had intended te prohibit separate 
white and Negro quota calls,” 
they wrote, “we believe it would 
have expressed such intention 
more definitely than by the gen- 
eral prohibition against discrim- 
nation appearing in section 4.” 


Justice Clark, fermer dean of 
e Yale Law School stated in his 


iseenting opinion that the anti-,

discrimination clause was put inte 
the Act” te quiet the doubts of 
representatives of the colored 
peoples,” and added that “Repre- 
senative Hamilton Fish (NY-Rep.) 
who introduced the clause inte the 


Act, stated in Congress that he 
was doing so “by request of & 


group of prominent colored lead- 


ers who represented the interests 
of 11,000,000 Negroes in America.” 


Justice Clark insisted that “the 
provision against discriminatiox. 
in selection for color must bé 
given meaning.” 


Of the Lynn case itself he said 
“I think it unsound te overlook 
a violation of law as te Lynn on 
a premise which we ourselves 
would reject as patriotic citizens 
and which is contrary te the whole 
spirit ef the act.” 


Government lawyers allegedly 
attempted te “short circuit” 
Lynn’s case by resorting to legal 
technicalities which lower courts 
accepted and used to rule against 
Lynn, but the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals unanimously rejected the 
technicalities and agreed that the 
case, ag claimed by Lynn’s lawyers 
raised the basic issue of segrega- 
tion. 

This means that the Supreme 
Court will have te face the fanda- 
mental lasse of whether segrega- 
tien is or ig not discrimination.

A high point in the year-old ‘campaign to integrate Negro medical 
personnel into city hospitals was reached this week with the Medi- 
cal Society of the County of New York (MSC) announcing a 14- 
point plan which for: the first time includes Negroes, and with Syden- 
ham Hospital accepting 80 per cent out of the group of Negro doctors applying 


for staff positions. 
Naritime 
velopments by a $2,000 donation 
to the Sydenham interracial pro- 
ject, and for the first time a Negro 
interne was accepted into a volun- 
tary general hospital. 

In his inaugural address before 
the MSC, Dr. Conrad Berens as- 
sailed complacency and warned 
that the medical profession is due 
for an “overhauling.” Three of the 
14 points outlined definitely af- 


fected Negro physicians and their | 


communities: 
@ the education, hospital train- 
ng, practice and certification of 
‘egro physicians; 
] @ the development of adequate 
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The National® 
Union encouraged de- 


hospital facilities where most 
urgently needed; 

the study of conditions which 
interfere with the practice of medi- 
cine to the detriment of public 
health. 

The other points touched on 
plans to meet the needs of moder- 
ate and low income groups, closer 
cooperation with government, 
labor, industry and social agencies 
for the prevention and treatment 
of diseases. 

Dr. Peter Marshall Murray, 
chairman of the committee to for- 
mulate a program to carry out the 
plans relating to Negro doctors 
and communities will work with 


the Manhattan Central Medical So- 
ciety on the recommendations. 


One of the major handicaps to 
Negre physicians is the meeting 
of technical qualifications demand- 
ed by hospitals for high staf po 
sitions. To hold a position of “full 
resident“ or visiting status, a phy- 
sictan must be a member of the 
American Medica] Board of the 
American College of Surgeons.

Gate Ballroom at 640 Lenox av, that first edition was the 
product of days of concentrated effort, days in which con- 
fidene gave way to doubt and then as quickly turned once 
more into a feeling of sureness that this thing MUST CO. 


Several had given up secure jobs on other publications 
to cast their lot with PV; others came from various types 


of professions and fields of work. All of the editorial 


writers had earned their spurs previously on either one or the 
other of the nation’s leading weeklies. Such was the group 
that had been picked to pump the lifeblood into a ‘new kind 
of newspaper, a newspaper dedicated to waging a fight 
for the people, for the little guy. for the man-in-the- 
street. 


Right from the first edition, PEOPLE'S VOICE found a 
niche of its own. Dedicated to the editorial policy: “We 
Cannot Be Bought: We Will Not Be Sold,” PV has main- 
tained that policy even when it meant financial loss. PV 
came into being at a critical time. In February, 1942, thou- 
sands of Negro boys were being drafted into the armed 
forces with fighting hearts only to have their spirits broken 
by jimcro. They were finding that in the South their khaki 
uniforms didn't bring respect. only insults and sometimes 
even physical brutality. Negroes were applying for defense 
jobs in some of the largest plants in the country and being 
told that there was no place for them. The picture wasn't 
an optimistic one. 

PV pitched in. The kids in the office at 640 rolled up 
their sleeves. They bumped into each other and scarred 
their shins on the furniture because there wasn't any room 
to move around. Sometimes it was so cold mornings they 
turned out copy with one hand and juggled a cup of stearm- 
ing black coffee with the other. But worked. * 

The rest of the Negro press sat back to watch, some 
openly scornful of this tabloid “freak.” The first thing PV 
did was to confine crime to the back pages instead of blaz- 
ing it in front page headlines. Then it exposed, with little 


regard for consequences, armed forces discrimination, polls 


brutality, bias in labor unions and defense plants. A 
“squawk sheet,” some of the other papers termed it, but 
PV kept on squawking and slowly, here and there, things 
began to happen. | 
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In the past two years the paper has been blasted and 
blessed, harangued and hallowed, cussed and condoned. 
Its enemies have been powerful but so have its friends. 
There have been dark days, - discouraging days. There was 
a period during the first year when the employees knew 
what it was to miss paydays, but they only worked harder, 
pooled the money they had—AND KEPT FAITH. 

PV has coined a phrase, ſhe New Negro.“ It is catch- 
ing on fast. It is to the New Negro, the militant. fight- 
ing. proud Negro that this paper has dedicated itself. The 
dedication hasn't been an easy one. The editors of PV recog- 
nized long ago that fighting the battles of the man-in-the- 
street doesn't always bring gratitude nor does it always sell 
papers, but they have stuck to the fight. Cod willing, they 
will continue to stick to the fight. n 

PV. in two years, has fought the smearing of the Har- 

lem community by the daily press, and the once-prominent 
crime news involving Negroes has been cut to an all-time 
minimum. PV has fought and exposed police brutality, dog- 
gedly, persisently. In the January 29 edition was the story 
of a new captain at Harlem's 28th precinct, Jacob A. Lick-: 
er, who has promised that all persons coming within his ju- 
risdiction will be dealt with fairly, regardless of race, creed or 
It is this type of policeman PV will go to bat for. 
PV has blasted discrimination in industry at the cost of 
the goodwill of powerful people. It has exposed jimcro and 
mistreatment of Negro soldiers in southern camps and 
abroad in spite of incurring antagonism in Washigton. As a 
d force discrimination, policeper mounts daily. 

PV has made mistakes, but the 
errors have been for the most part 
errors of over-enthusiasm, of 
wanting to get things done at the 
earliest possible moment to do 
the greatest amount of good. The 
staff has changed many times 
during two years, but now, at the 
beginning of a third year, familiar 
faces are returning to the fold 
and they're coming home with 
@ new zest and enthusiasm for 
the job ahead.

The arch jimcro corporation of America—the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company — was granted permission

This company was told it could drive the pres- 
ent inhabitants of the houses in the location where the pro- 
posed project will be erected from their homes by the pow- 
er of eminent domain without providing new dwellings

It wis assured that it could close 
the existing churches in this area and drive the worship- 
pers from before the face of their Cod. 

It was also told that the the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance compary and not the people, black or white, rule 
New York City. Democracy and civic pride were sold in 
whoredom by our Board of Estimate. 

A wall over 12 feet in height will surround the city of 
seclusion, and signs will forbid the passers-by to stop or en- 
ter. 
The rooms will rent for over $14 each. The people in 
that area now pay far less. When they are forced from 
their homes, they will not be able to pay this exorbitant 
rent and will have to move on to create slums elsewhere. 

Is this “slum clearance” or the vicious transplanting 
of poverty? ‘ 

Negroes who go from New York City to the armed 
forces have one more straw added to the camel's back of their 
loyalty.

Georgia Lawyer 
Gets Brush-Off 


ATLANTA (ANP)—George El- 
mer Ross, of Augusta, Ga., grad- 
uate of the University of Chicago 
law school, failed again Tuesday 
before the Georgia Supreme Court 
in his effort to force the state 
board of bar examiners to grant 
him a license to practice law. 


In a unanimous opinion the 
justices upheld Judge Frank A. 
Hooper, jr., of the Fulton Superior 
Court in dismissing mandamus 
proceedings brought by Ross to 
compel the board to show cause 
why he should not be admitted to 
the bar. 

No Negro lawyers, no matter 
their training, have been able to 
pass the Georgia bar, since Ben- 
jamin Davis jr. now a New York 
councilman, embarrassed Fulton 
superior court officials in his de- 
fense of the Communist, Angelo 
Herndon in 1982. Davis, a grad- 
uate of the Harvard law school, 
was admitted to the Georgia bar 
im, 1990.

Tre CONFERENCE being held this week between the 

United States Navy and the Negro Newspaper: Pub- 
lishers Association is one of the most important forward 
steps taken during this crisis. Meeting at the Great Lake's 
Naval Training Station in Illinois, the Negro press along with 
the authorities of that station will discuss the general 


policy of our government as it affects Negro navy men. It 
is imperative that these discussions be forthright. While 


they must be conducted with dignity, t here should be no 


punches pulled. The morale of Negro people will never 
radically be changed until the undemocratic policies of the 
United States Navy are radically altered. Not many years 
ago during this century Negro men fought and worked in all 
branches of our naval forces. There has been a proud tradi- 
tion from the deys of Negro seamen under Commodore 
Perry to the days of Miller and Harmon. Many backward 
steps have been taken during the past years but since Pear 
Harbor we have begun to move forward again. 


Not all of our men are fighting to make the world safe 


for democracy with frying pans, tray or mop. There are - 


some, all too few, who are manning the guns. We wel- 
come enthusiastically the news of last week that 22 Ne 
groes will be commissioned as ensigns and lieutenant-com- 
manders. We were further pleased to learn that fighting 


ships will be manned by Negroes and whites under Negro 
and white officers. This is the kind of 2 . we 


are fighting for and that ere stands for. There still 


remains much te be done. 


These questhons ee PRET PRES Say 
the Negre press meet the authorities of the Navy: 


® The immediate inclusion of Negro women in the 
WAVEs and SPARs. Regardless of rumors and stories to 
the contrary there are no Negro women in either of these 


® The admission of Negro nurses. There is not one Ne- 
gro nurse serving in the United States Navy. 


® The appointment of more than token commissions of 
Negro doctors, dentists and chaplains. 


® The gradual increase of the mixing of Negro and white 
fighting men on alt of our: ships from the capital class on 
down. , 


This war can come to a close this year if America in 
its heart will let democracy win. Negroes are not fighting 
at their best in this conflict; first because they are not al- 
lowed to, and second, because many of them haven't got 
their heart in the battle. Give Negroes full and equal chance 
and they will whip every fascist in Rome, every Nazi in * 
lin and every militarist in Tokyo.
